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Aggressive dogs a growing 
problem in South Somerset 


AGGRESSIVE dogs are becoming a grow¬ 
ing problem in South Somerset, according 
to the district council. 

South Somerset District Council (SSDC) has 
seen a 28 per cent increase in complaints about

“unacceptable dog behavior” and describes it as a 
“saddening and concerning trend”, which can lead 


to aggression and threats between dog owners. 

In 2012/13 there were 68 complaints made, 
which rose to 87 in 2014/15. 

Pulman’s View requested a geographical break¬ 
down of the alleged incidents for 2014/15, but a 
council spokesperson said one could not be pro¬ 
vided. 

Commenting on the statistics, a council 
spokesperson said: “The reason for the increase is 
not known but it is a concerning trend. The 28 per 
cent increase includes complaints regarding dogs 
being aggressive towards people and other ani¬ 
mals. 

“Incidents often arise because people do not have 
dogs under proper control or are not always appre¬ 
ciative that some dogs require space. Not all dogs 
behave the same or have the same temperament. 

“If anyone asks you not to approach their dog, 
or asks for your own dog to be controlled, then 
please pay attention to the request. Usually they 
are not being rude but simply trying to avoid an in¬ 
cident occurring.” 

SSDC’s countryside rangers have recently no¬ 
ticed “a marked increase in the number of com¬ 
plaints about the occasional behaviour of some dog 
owners when in confrontation with others about 
the behaviour of their pets”. 

The spokesperson said: “Our countryside sites 
are as popular as ever with all sorts of people get¬ 
ting out and about in the fresh air, occasionally this 


makes for a busier than usual environment, and so 
it may cause a less sociable dog to come into con¬ 
tact with a wider range of other pets than usual. 

“We are saddened that recently this has led to 
miss-understandings between some owners, and 
harsh words and even threats, have on occasion 
been exchanged. 

“This only happens in the heat of the moment, 
but it can really spoil someone’s day, and we cer¬ 
tainly don’t want people associating their usually 
positive dog walk with an unpleasant experience.” 

Councillor Sylvia Seal, SSDC’s portfolio holder 
for leisure and culture, added: “Seeing an increase 
in complaints being made about unacceptable dog 
behaviour is worrying, 

“However, by advising and educating the public, 
we aim to see a decrease in the next year. 

“Our parks and open spaces are wonderful places 
and we know a lot of dog walkers use these areas, 
so we ask that other people are respectful of dogs 
and that also dog owners take the appropriate ac¬ 
tion if you are concerned about the behaviour of 
your dog.” 

Some people may use a yellow ribbon or other 
similar marker on the collar or lead of their dog. 
This is part of a project called Yellow Dog UK 
which was created to bring awareness to dogs that 
need space. 

Where people use such a marker they are nor-

Councillors reject 
'living wage' town 


AN ATTEMPT to try to make Seaton a ‘Living 
Wage Town' has failed. The majority of town 
councillors voted against a proposal that the 
town council should actively support a move to¬ 
wards Seaton becoming “the first Living Wage 
Town in East Devon". 

Minutes from the meeting only say: “Resolved 
that the motion fails," and does not give a result 
from the vote nor the reason for the motion's fail¬ 
ure. Councillor Shaw, however, says the motion 
was defeated 6-2. 

It is understood that those voting against felt 
that many local businesses could not afford to pay 
the Living Wage rate (currently £8.25 per hour). 

Councillor Shaw told Pulman's View said that 
employers who paid the Living Wage generally 
reported better satisfaction with retention of em¬ 
ployees. He also said he was disappointed with 
the vote, and added: 1 ‘It is essential to raise wages 
in Seaton and elsewhere in East Devon, which has 
recently been reported as one of the least afford¬ 
able areas in the country to live."

A PLANNING appeal to build five houses on land 
off Coly Road, Colyton, has been approved after 
an inspector dismissed East Devon's housing 
policies as “out of date". 

The application for five houses, the formation of 
site access and estate roads, footway and parking 
provision on land south of Yaffles on Coly Road 
was last year refused by East Devon District 
Council, but has now been approved after the ap¬ 
plicant appealed against the decision. 

Colyton Parish Council recommended refusal of 
the application last year, as it felt it would result 
in overdevelopment of the site. 

Parish councillors were also particularly con¬ 
cerned about the “hazardous" access to the site, 
which posed a danger to road users in an area 
where there had previously been a fatality. 


A 47-YEAR-OLD Axminster club will fold unless 
new members are found urgently. 

Membership of Axminster & District Lions Club 
has plummeted to only seven, and president Jackie 
Swarbrick says that number is unsustainable. 

To prove the point, vice-president Paul Jennings 
said that local worthy causes missed out on an 
estimated total pot of £3,000 because the club 
could not get the manpower for its Christmas 
float tour last December.

“I just hope others will be willing to join us and 
work alongside us to continue the work we have 


been doing since 1969."

Hopes to reinstate Post Office in 
Crewkerne after sudden closure 


CREWKERNE Post Office has closed two weeks ear¬ 
lier than planned. 

The landlord of the East Street premises had given 
Post Office notice to vacate premises no later than 
5.30pm on January 21st. 

Post Office had announced there would be a tempo¬ 
rary closure as a result, but stressed that a search for 
alternative premises was under way. 

The current branch was expected to keep trading for 
some time yet before leaving the East Street premises. 

But in a statement issued last Thursday morning, a 
Post Office spokesperson said: “I have just been in¬ 
formed that the postmaster has decided to close 
Crewkerne Post Office with immediate effect from 
today. The branch was open yesterday.” 

In a previous statement, the spokesperson said: “We 
apologise for the inconvenience caused by the tempo¬ 
rary closure of Crewkerne Post Office, which was be¬ 
yond our control.

Pioneering project helps youngsters with 
learning disabilities into employment

NINE young people with 
learning disabilities are 
on the path to paid em¬ 
ployment as part of a 
pioneering initiative run 
by Somerset County 
Council, Musgrove Park 
Hospital and Somerset 
College. 

The initiative is known 
as Project SEARCH, a 
one-year programme 
which aims to give 
young people with 
Learning Disabilities the 
skills to obtain compet¬ 
itive paid employment. 

The nine interns started 
work at Musgrove in 
September and have 
now completed all their 
essential training and 
are out in placements 
developing their skills 
and work experience in 
various departments at the hospital. 

Throughout the year, the interns are working with 
different teams in the hospital, supported by men¬ 
tors who have volunteered to offer extra support 
and training. The first placements for the interns 
have been in: Sterile Services, Beacon Day Unit, 
Head and Neck Theatres, Catering Portering Team, 
Mop Laundry, The Academy, Library, Grounds and 
Notes Portering and IT Service Desk. 

Cllr William Wallace, Somerset County Council’s 
spokesman for adults with learning disabilities, 
said: “Project SEARCH gives people with Learning 
Disabilities the skills, experience, knowledge and 
confidence to move into the world of employment. 
“A learning disability should not be a barrier to em¬ 
ployment. We’ve seen these interns make real 
progress in their first couple of months and we’re 
confident they’ll continue to develop throughout 
their internship and beyond to reach their full po¬ 
tential.” 

Hayley Peters, director of patient care at Musgrove 
Park Hospital, said: “We are very pleased to be able 
to support this programme. All the staff involved 
have been inspired by the determination and com¬ 
mitment of the interns to succeed.” 

Somerset College vice-principal Jo Burford said: “I 
was delighted to visit the students and mentors in 
their working environments at Musgrove Park 
Hospital and witness the level of confidence and 


motivation each individual student has gained. 
“The level of improvement is remarkable and evi¬ 
denced in the students’ sense of achievement and 
pride. It is quite apparent how the level of exposure 
to a regular working environment has been har¬ 
nessed by these students and with the exceptional 
support from their tutors, mentors, the Hospital and 
the College, the students are thriving and achiev¬ 
ing! 

“Project SEARCH has provided these individuals 
with meaningful work opportunities which has en¬ 
hanced their self-esteem and employability skills 
to a significantly high standard. The students and 
all participants involved in the Project should be 
immensely proud of their achievements!” 
Musgrove Park Hospital is the second employer in 
Somerset (after Yeovil District Hospital) to work 
with Project SEARCH interns, supported by Som¬ 
erset College (the training provider) and Somerset 
County Council (who provide job coaches via As¬ 
pire). 

The Project SEARCH programme was first devel¬ 
oped in the USA and now helps people with learn¬ 
ing disabilities from all over the world to gain paid 
employment (at minimum wage or above). In 2015 
there were 400+ Project SEARCH sites globally, and 
39 in the UK, which achieved employment for 60 to 
100 per cent of the interns who took part in the pro¬ 
gramme.

mally indicating that their dog cannot be close to 
other dogs. 

The spokesperson added: “There are many reasons 
why a dog may need space. It may have health issues, 
be a rescue dog being rehabilitated, have had a bad 
experience with another dog or be a bitch may be in 
heat, amongst other things. 

“If you see a yellow marker on a dog we would 
therefore recommend you give it some space from 
yourself and your own dog.” 


• A DOG is considered dangerously out of control if 
it: injures someone or makes someone worried that it 
might injure them. The Dangerous Dogs Act 1991 
made it an offence to own or be in charge of any dog 
that is dangerously out of control. 

This is regarded as meaning that there are grounds 
for ‘reasonable apprehension’ that the dog will injure 
a person (whether or not it actually does so). Offences 
under this legislation can be dealt with by the police 
or local authority dog wardens.

Speaking about Chil¬ 
dren’s Commissioner 
Takeover Day, which 
took place on November 20th, PCC Sue 
Mountstevens said: “My team and I were delighted to 
welcome seven young people from Clevedon and 
Gordano schools to find out more about my role as 
PCC and the work of my team. 

“Throughout the day, they got involved in activities 
which included meeting with Amy, my Youth Cham¬ 
pion, taking part in a practical session with Young 
Victims’ Service and finding out more about Restora¬ 
tive Justice with Helen, our RJ development manager. 

“It is important to me that I make sure I am speaking 
and listening to young people from across Avon and 
Somerset about the issues which matter to them in re¬ 
lation to policing and crime.” 

The application for the Up for the Challenge Com¬ 
mendation Scheme highlighted the work of the office 
of the PCC as part of this year’s Takeover Day, but 
also included other events and wider work in relation 
to youth engagement. 

There are bronze, silver and gold levels of commen¬

Funeral held after death 
of community stalwart 

A FUNERAL has been held for a Crewkeme com¬ 
munity stalwart who died from cancer. 

Jo Hampshire died in hospital on December 19th 
at the age of 57. 

Mrs Hampshire (pictured right) was best known 
as the long-serving manager of Crewkeme’s Red 
Cross branch, but she was also involved with 
Speedwell Club and was a staunch supporter of 
Feme Animal Sanctuary.

The couple moved 
to Crewkeme just over 20 years ago. 

Mr Hampshire paid tribute to his wife by saying: 

Apart 
from the Red Cross she was also involved with 
Speedwell Club where she was the caretaker until 
recently.” 

That role has now been taken over by Mr Hamp¬ 
shire, who added: “She was a great supporter of 
Feme Animal Sanctuary, which is where the col¬ 
lection from the funeral went.” 

Her community involvement started early, and 



Mr Hampshire explained: “She was a Special Con¬ 
stable in Cornwall for 13 years, and also a cub 
leader.” 

The couple has three children, daughters 
Demelza and Tegen, and son Bryn. 


Inquest held into death of Tatworth couple 


AN inquest has heard that an estranged husband 
bludgeoned his wife to death before killing himself. 
The tragic drama took place in Tatworth, near 
Chard, last July when Kevin Baker, 35, killed his wife 
Tracey, 41, after becoming convinced she had 
started a new relationship, the inquest heard. 

Both were found dead in a bedroom. Their three 


young children were away at the time. 

Somerset coroner Tony Williams said that Mrs 
Baker died from multiple blunt-force injuries and Mr 
Baker died from self-strangulation by ligature. 

The coroner added: “There is no evidence to sug¬ 
gest that anyone else was present or involved in 
Kevin's death."

Factory sells off equipment for charity 


FUNDRAISERS at Somerset-based St Margaret's 
Hospice are continually overwhelmed by the gen¬ 
erosity of people - even in times of adversity 
which has been proven by employees at the now- 
closed Dairy Crest factory on the outskirts of 
Chard. 

The creamery at Chard Junction closed its doors 
on November 1st last year after 137 years in oper¬ 
ation. It had been established on the site in 1878 and 
in 1920 a butter facility was created. But the com¬ 
pany took the decision that it was no longer viable 
and closed - leaving the majority of the 60-strong 
workforce gaining work elsewhere locally. 

Despite the obvious upset at pending closure, 
however, the staff decided to make a gesture for 
charity. Much of the office equipment and fixtures 
and fittings were offered for sale to the staff and it 
was agreed that funds raised - a total of £650 - 
would be donated to support the hospice. 

The decision came after many of the staff had ex¬ 


perienced the care and support of St Margaret's 
Hospice through friends and family. 

St Margaret’s corporate fundraiser, Claire Hart, 
said: “It is amazing how kind people can be, even at 
times when they are experiencing their own diffi¬ 
culties. 

“We really appreciate the efforts that the staff at 
Dairy Crest Chard have gone to in order to raise 
such a generous amount. The hospice needs to 
raise ElOmillion a year in order to provide care and 
support for patients and their families facing a life- 
limiting illness. 

“Any donation received, no matter the size, is al¬ 
ways appreciated. Without the support of our local 
community, we couldn't provide care to over 3,200 
people each year. 

“We are so very grateful to the Dairy Crest staff, 
past and present, for their wonderful support and 
we want to wish them well in their future careers."

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Rotarian and wife rewarded for international work 


FORMER presidents of the Rotary Club of Ilminster, 
John Wood, and his wife Bev, have been presented 
with the Paul Harris Fellowship Award. 

The award is given to Rotarians or non-Rotarians in 
recognition of “outstanding commitment to the club 
or the community” and is the highest honour Rotary 
can bestow. 

As reported last year, John and Bev played a leading 
role when the club was granted the equivalent of more 
than £24,000 to provide literacy training for women 
in India. 

That effort played a part in them winning the Paul 
Harris Fellowship Award, but they have a long history 
of helping the underprivileged in India. 

District Governor Bob Acland formally presented 
the fellowship award at a recent ceremony and ex¬ 
plained that previous recipients included Mother 
Teresa and President Yeltsin of Russia. 

Current president of the Rotary Club of Ilminster, 
Finda Piggott-Vijeh, said: “I am thrilled to have been 
able to organise this event with so many of our mem¬ 
bers and guests present. 

“It is certainly a wonderful achievement and is tes¬ 
tament to their unselfish approach towards helping 
and supporting those in need, showing real commit¬ 
ment to the Rotary ethos of Service Above Self.” 

In late 2001, whilst president of the Rotary Club of 
the Somerset Fevels, John was contacted by Rotarian 
Deepak Agrawal of the Rotary Club of Rajkot Mid¬ 
town India D3060, inviting the club to join in his 
dream of providing an international dolls museum, for 
the use of the underprivileged children of Rajkot, in 
the region of Gujarat, North West India. 

The poorest of these children are known as the rag¬ 
pickers, as they go out early each day foraging for 
waste bottles, metal, plastics and rags just like in the 
film Slumdog Millionaire. Their collections are then 
taken by their mothers to the scrap merchants and ex¬ 
changed for money. 

The Rotary Club of Rajkot Midtown’s request was 
for an ethnic doll from the Somerset region, as John 
had been included in Rotarian Deepak’s 23,000 initial 
emails to Rotary branches across the world.

John’s wife Beverly had coincidentally collected 
dolls from all over the world since she was a little girl, 
so it seemed a lovely idea for the Rotary Club of the 
Somerset Fevels to get involved by sending a doll to 
India. 

Following his club’s support for this idea, John and 
Beverly soon discovered that all the dolls available in 
the local shops were of a general western style and 
were made in various parts of the world, including 
India. 

Research found a lady called Julia Raynor, located 
in Bradford-on-Avon, who agreed to design and make 
a porcelain doll and dress her as a Somerset Shep¬ 
herdess girl. This doll stood 30” tall, so posed a trans¬ 
portation problem. 

During a Rotary meeting someone jokingly asked 
John: “Why don’t you take it over yourself?” 

Some years earlier John had promised his wife that 
one day he would take her to see the Taj Mahal and, 
after some thought and a lot of planning, they both fi¬ 
nally set off for India in January 2003 with the doll 
wrapped up, looking very much like an Egyptian 
mummified child.

John and Beverly attended the Rajkot Rotary Club 
meeting and the members were delighted with their 
new gift, expressing their gratitude for the thought 
and effort of being the first international Rotary Club 
to personally deliver their doll. 

In 2009 John left the Rotary Club of the Somerset 
Fevels and joined the Rotary Club of Ilminster, firstly 
as international chairman then moving up to be pres¬ 
ident of the club last year.

other project in the region of Gujurat, North West 
India, the aim this time being to partner with the Ro¬ 
tary Club of Ankleshwar in Bharuch District of Gu¬ 
jarat for a matching grant to give up to 100 young 
women the chance of achieving their secondary edu¬ 
cation certificate.

Rotarians learn about hearing dogs 


ILMINSTER Rotarians and their guests 
were recently treated to a fascinating 
insight into how “hearing dogs" help 
deaf people cope safely with both 
work and everyday tasks. 

Most people are aware of guide dogs 
for the blind but not the important 
work carried out by hearing dogs for 
Deaf People Trust. 

Local representative Bryan 
Hollingsworth outlined the importance 
of the work carried out by the trust. He 
and his family have been involved in 
fundraising for the charity for some 
years, since his mother became deaf 
and subsequently suffered loneliness, 
mainly through loss of contact with 
people. 

Bryan noticed that whenever he vis¬ 
ited her with his dogs they brightened 
her life immediately. Thus began a long 
connection with the charity, as Bryan’s 
wife started to socialise puppies for 
hearing gogs and will soon take on her 
eleventh puppy. 

Local resident Robyn Back, who ac¬ 
companied Bryan, is a qualified British 


Horse Society Instructor whose con¬ 
stant companion - golden retriever 
Wilson - is a trained hearing dog and 
was the quiet star of the evening. Wil¬ 
son is a perfect illustration of how a 
gentle and friendly dog can help people 
develop more confidence around ani¬ 
mals. 

With more than 800,000 severely or 
profoundly deaf people in the UK, and 
with levels of deafness steadily on the 
rise, the demand for hearing dogs is 
greater than ever. It takes 18 months to 
train a puppy, which includes socialising 
the young animals, 18 weeks of ad¬ 
vanced training teaching them how to 
alert their eventual owners to impor¬ 
tant sounds, and a careful matching-up 
process with their new life partners. 

It costs £25,000 to create a partner¬ 
ship between a deaf person and a 
hearing dog, with ongoing support 
costing up to a further £15,000. At 
present there are 873 active hearing 
dogs in Britain with 380 deaf appli¬ 
cants waiting.

THE latest movie made by a group of Crewkerne 
film-makers has become a “blockbuster" in the 
local area. 

Perhaps not on the scale of the latest Star Wars 
film, but every DVD of the group's film called “The 
Power and The Glory" has been sold in just a few 
weeks since its launch in November.

The film, about churches in Somerset and 
Dorset, was made by Anorak Communications, 
which is part of Crewkerne University of the Third 
Age (U3A).

In between both these cracking films, The Beehive has 
the Discover Arts film which guides students and art 
lovers through the best pieces in Florence and The Ujfizi 
Gallery on Saturday, January 16th. 


THREE early works by one of the most distinctive and 
undiscovered directors to have emerged from Holly¬ 
wood, Frank Borzage, with a new live score by Kate Lis- 
sauer, will be shown at llminster’s Warehouse Theatre 
this weekend. 

The fdms are ‘The Pitch O’Chance’ (1916, 25 Mins), 
‘The Pilgrim’{ 1916, 28 mins), and 'Nugget Jim s Pard- 
ner’{ 1916, 25 mins). 

Beginning his career as a successful and sought-after 
actor, Borzage began directing short films in 1915. Un¬ 
like many of his peers, he chose to reject the sensational, 
overstated obsession with action and spectacle, which 
was a common ingredient of the cinema of the time, and 
focussed instead on emotional and sensual elements of 
the stories he filmed. Kate’s programme contains three 
short Westerns which he both directed and starred in. Un¬ 
usually for the Western genre, Borzage’s films contain 
no chases, robberies or dramatic rescues; he presents, in 
contrast, portraits of three very specific individuals and 
the changes they undergo from seemingly random and 
unremarkable encounters. Novice that he was, Borzage’s 
bold rejection of the established rules of film-making 
gives a modern audience a wonderful, refreshing look at 
a long-established film tradition. 

Providing a musical accompaniment to these three 
films, luminary of American old-time country music 
Kate Lissauer is joined by master of the five string banjo, 
John Whelan, and Jason Titley, arguably the UK’s finest 
Bluegrass guitarist. Together they provide a live perform¬ 
ance of Kate’s score for the films, combining original 
composition and arrangements of traditional material. 

Kate began her career as a champion fiddler in her 
home state of Maryland and is also an expert claw-ham¬ 
mer and old-time three finger banjo picker, a guitarist 
and an excellent singer.

• If you're out on the road in snow, then keep your speed 
down, leave plenty of space between yourself and the ve¬ 
hicle in front, give room to snowploughs and gritter trucks, 
and be ready for sudden, rapid deteriorations in conditions. 

• Remember that driving in winter conditions can be hard 
work, so ensure you build in breaks on your journeys.
